POUCHED DEPARTMENT. LETTER DATED NOV. 17, 1976. 

BEGIN QUOTE: IN THE CAPACITY OF ASSISTANT DIRECTOR 
GENERAL EOR PROGRAM SUPPORT AND ADMINISTRATION, RES- 
PONSIBLE FOR THE OEFICE OE PUBLIC INEORMATION, I WAS 
VERY SURPRISED TO LEARN ABOUT THE RUSSIAN EDITION OE THE 
UNESCO COURIER THAT WAS DEDICATED TO THE BICENTENNIAL 
OE THE UNITED STATES OE AMERICA. 

THIS ISSUE CONTAINS TWO SUPPLEMENTARY ARTICLES FOR 
WHICH NO PRELIMINARY AUTHORIZATION OF THEIR PUBLICA- 
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TION WAS GIVEN BY THE EDITORIAL OEEICE OE THE COURIER 
AT HEADQUARTERS. IT CONTAINS AN ARTICLE SIGNED BY MR. 

G.A. ARBATOV, ACADEMICIAN AND DIRECTOR OE THE INSTITU- 
TION OE THE UNITED STATES OE AMERICA AND CANADA OE THE 
ACADEMY OE SCIENCES OF THE USSR, AND A TEXT BY MR. 
BODGANOV, DEPUTY DIRECTOR OE THE SAME INSTITUTION. 
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THIS AFFAIR IS MORE SERIOUS IN THAT THE TWO ARTICLES 
CONTAIN TERMS WHICH COULD BE INTERPRETED AS HAVING AN 
DEFENSIVE NATURE TOWARDS A MEMBER STATE AND HARM THE 
MUTUAL UNDERSTANDING OE INTERNATIONAL COOPERATION AND 
ERIENDSHIP AMONG THE PEOPLES WHO INSPIRE THE OPERA- 
TION OE OUR ORGANIZATION. IN THIS REGARD, I WISH TO 
RECALL THE "DIRECTIVES CONCERNING THE CONTENTS OE 
UNESCO PUBLICATIONS" APPROVED IN THE ERAMEWORK OE RES- 
OLUTION 4.1 1 1 ADOPTED BY THE GENERAL CONFERENCE AT ITS 
13TH SESSION, ESPECIALLY TO PARAGRAPH 2.3 (A) BY WHICH 
PUBLICATIONS SHOULD INSPIRE PRINCIPLES OE MUTUAL RES- 
PECT AND EQUITY BETWEEN MEMBER STATES AS WELL AS BE- 
TWEEN THE ORGANIZATION AND ITS MEMBER STATES, AND 
AVOID PUBLICATION OP ANY TEXT WHICH MIGHT HAVE AN 
DEFENSIVE NATURE IN REGARD TO MEMBER STATES. 

AS YOU ARE AWARE, THE SECRETARIATE ATTACHED GREAT 
IMPORTANCE TO THE LINGUISTIC EDITIONS OP THE COURIER 
BEING MAINTAINED SCRUPULOUSLY IN ORDER TO PRESERVE THIS 
REVUE'S UNIVERSAL CHARACTER OP MUTUAL COMPREHENSION AND 
RESPECT OP THE PEOPLES. 

IN ORDER THAT I MAY PROVIDE THE DIRECTOR GENERAL WITH 
ALL THE ELEMENTS OF INFORMATION WHICH WOULD ENABLE HIM 
TO REPLY TO POSSIBLE REPRESENTATIONS OP THE AMERICAN 
GOVERNMENT, I WOULD BE GREATLY OBLIGED, EXCELLENCY, IF 
YOU WOULD LET ME KNOW SOONEST, AND PREPERABLY BEPORE THE 
END OP THE PRESENT SESSION OP THE GENERAL CONFERENCE, 

THE REASONS WHICH LED THE USSR NATIONAL COMMISSION AND 
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THE RUSSIAN EDITORIAL OPFICE OP THE UNESCO COURIER TO 
ADD TWO ARTICLES TO THE ISSUE ON THE BICENTENNIAL OF THE 
UNITED STATES OP AMERICA WITHOUT AUTHORIZATION AND CON- 
TRARY TO THE STIPULATIONS IN ARTICLE VI OP THE AGREEMENT 
WHICH LINKS THE USSR NATIONAL COMMISSION POR UNESCO WITH 
THE ORGANIZATION. IN TERMS OP THE EXPLANATION WHICH I 
KINDLY ASK YOU TO GIVE ME, THE DIRECTOR GENERAL WILL 
STUDY THE CONSEQUENCES WHICH HE DEEMS NECESSARY TO CON- 
CLUDE PROM THIS DEPLORABLE AFPAIR AND WHICH I HOPE WILL 
NOT CHANGE THE RELATIONS THAT YOUR COMMISSION PRESENTLY
